WHAT AILS SCOTLAND? 


THE BIG ESTATE !S AT THE ROOT 
OF THE TROUBLE, 


The Conditions In Sutherlandshire 
Afford a Key to the Reason Why 
the Brawny Scot Is Seeking Can- 
ada and Australia—Landlords Own 
the Shire and Land Is Almost Im- 
possible to Get In Any Way. 


Causes other than the terrible land 
hunger are depopulating the straths 
and glens of the Scottish highlands. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred emigration is a good thing for 
the emigrant. 

The “squatter” question is at the 
root of the whole trouble about the 
depopulation of the crofting counties 
of Scotland. The patch of land which 
was sufficient to maintain in a low 
standard of comfort a crofter and his 
wife is not sufficient to maintain, in 


| addition, the crofter’s sons and their 


wives, who become squatters on the 
croft, adding to their slender income 
~coimputable only in the bolls of pota- 
toes and bags of flour and meals— 
by occasional laboring work, or by 
line and net fishing with materials 
long out of date. In time the ctoft- 
er’s grandsons follow in their father’s 
footsteps, and so the process goes on 
until, ultimately, there is reached a 
stage of semi-starvation, with its at- 
tendant disease. Education. has cre- 
ated-a healthy discontent, and it is 
small wonder that the young man- 
hood of the Highlands look to the ci- 
ties and to other continents for an 


| opportunity to earn a living, such as 


Canada and Australia can offer, and, 
while it may seem absurd, the tide of 
emigration fromm the congested dis- 
tricts of Scotland is doing good to 
Canada and Scotland together under 
existing farming conditions. 

There are in all three landlords 
in Sutherlandshire — the Duke of 
Sutherland, Andrew Carnegie, of Ski- 
bo, and W. G. Gilmour, of Roschall— 
but for practical purposes it might be 
said that the Duke of Sutherland 
owns the 1,439 square miles within 
its boundaries. There is no “town” 
in the county, unless Darnoch (the 
capital), with fewer than one thous- 
and of a population, can be called 
one; there is not a pier or harbor 
where fair-sized fishing craft can un- 
load, although the Duke of Suther- 
land does occasionally get a steamer 
warped into the wooden pier at Gol- 
spie, with coals from his staffordshire 
estates, but the vessel at low water 
{s high and dry; and there is only u 
single line of railway running by the 
sea on the east coast, and “serving” 
tne interior by motors. All the land 
along this railway, with the excep- 
tion of a few rocky patches at Ro- 
art and Loth, is in the hands of 
ess than a dozen ‘gentlemen farm- 
ers,” who, of course, are ardent sup- 

rters of the Tory party, with the 

uke of Sutherland’ at the head of 
the county organization. There is no 
crop-raising anywhere, other than on 
a self-fleeding scale, except on the 
sea coasts, and it is doubtful if 
there is land good enough and plen- 
tiful enough to prove a sufficiently 
attractive alternative proposition to 
what is offered in Canada. 

Turning to the census figures for 
Sutherlandshire, one is amazed that 
the totals are not much smaller, be- 
cause of the small patches of land 
upon which the bulk of the popula- 
tion is compelled to live, in order 
to give game preserves. All of the 
thirteen parishes show decreases, with 
the single exception @ Golspie, which 
has the meagre increase of twenty, 
and which is explainable by the fact 
that it is the headquarters of the 
Sutherland estate, with its scores of 
game men, woodmen, and their at- 
tendant workers. 

On the west coast the conditions 
under which the people live are ap- 
palling. The houses in which men and 
women live, on the Island of Skye, 
their families, and sometimes 
their families’ families, are composed 
of four low clay built walls, enclos- 
ing a space about eight feet by six- 


| teen, covered by rough thatch with a 


hole to let the peat smoke escape, 
and having plain Mother Earth for a 
floor. The furniture consists of a 
table and a few rough deal chairs, 
boxes like ships’ bunks do for beds; 
there is no privacy and no social life, 
and tuberculosis, held off so long by 
the keen air of the mountains, is 
rapidly becoming the curse of the 
communities which for hundreds of 
years produced the poyMeauy finest 
men” and women of a magnificent 
people, 

The Skibo and Rosehall estates are 
very muca smaiier, and, of course, in 
the nature of things are much more 
closely settled. 

The Tory press of Scotland, run by 
the landlards and the Torty party, 
say that the land under sheep and 
deer it not fit for cultivation, and 
point in glowing terms to the enor- 
Mous sums of money spent annually 
by the sportsmen who come north 
for the grouse shooting, deer stalk- 
ing, and the salmon fishing, omitting 
to mention that the money so spent 
gues into the pockets of the already 
opulent landlords. There is a certain 
infinitesimal percentage which goes 
into the pockets of the comparatively 
few crofters’ sons who go vut during 
this short season as ghillies or atten- 
dants, but the proportion 
thousand is to one, 

When these Tory papers say that 
there is no uncultivated land fit for 
cultivation, they are very far off the 
mark, for in Sutherlandshire alone 
there are no tewer than 380,000 acres 
tit for cultivation, but the settlement 
of this no simull tract of territory 
would seriously interfere with the 
grouse and the deer, and would ne- 
cessitute, besides, the giving over of a 
largs number of acres of hill-land for 
grazing runs.—D. M. Younger in To:

Labor Conditions Sound. 

Apart from a general rtrike of coal 
miners in Alberta and eastern British 
Columbia, which had continued since 
April, there was little disturbance of 
industry in Canada through strikes 
and lockouts during August, All the 
new disputes were of brief duration, 
and none of them of great magnitude. 

The number of trade disputes that 
have been in existence in Canada dur- 
ing August was fourteen, a decrease 
of five, compared with July (includ- 
ing one July dispute only reported in 
August), and the same number as in 
August, 1910, About forty-five firms 
and 8,144 employes were involved in 
these disputes, twelve firms and 415 
employes being snvolved in new dis- 
putes of the month. 

The loss of time to employes through 
trade disputes during August was ap- 
proximately 203,200 working dayz, 
compared with a loss of 303,100 days 
in July and 62,600 in August, 1910,

A GROWING IDEA, 


Women's Canadian Clubs Spreading 
All Over the Land. 

The first Women’s Canadian Cluh 
was formed in 1907. One would not 
like to venture the stafement that i 
men’s Canadian Clubs had not existec 
it is improbable that a Women’s Cana 
dian Club would ever have been add 
ed to the history of Canada. The fac! 
is, however, that men’s Canadian 
Clubs weré formed first. The firs! 
city in Canada to possess a Women’: 
Canadian Club was Montreal. The 
Women’s Canadian Club of Winnipeg 
was inaugurated in the same year 
Toronto tollowed suit with its Wo 
men’s Canadian Club in 1908, Since 
then many Canadian Clubs for women 
have been organized in Canada. The 
growth of the idea has been wonder. 
ful. On the whole, the Canadian 
C!ub for women has kept pace very 
fairly with the Canadian Club fo 
men, taking into consideration tar 
fact that the movement began as u 
men’s club, 

The great majority of Canadians, 
both men and women, delight to lis 
ten to distinguished visitors. 

While the men were able to partake 
of this feast of reason and tlow of 
soul, the women of Canada had to 
stay at home, because they had no 
Canadian Clubs. ‘they did not like 
being denied the privilege of listenin: 
to the distinguisned visitor and of 
seeng him for themselves. So womeu 
in the different cities began to torm 
Canadian Clubs. Undoubtedly, an in. 
telligent interest in affairs of tne day 
as weil as u keen interest in interest. 
ing people, is u strong impulse behind 
the women’s Cunadian Club. One 
other preuum.nant motive woich spurs 
on the growta of the Canadian Ciub 
is nationality. 

It is impossible to keep account of 
every Woimen’s Canadian Club which 
has been formed since 1907, They 
are being formed very rapidly and 
they are independent organizations 
which find it easy to stand slone, The 
Association of Canadian Clubs is 4 
federation which includes both men’s 
clubs and women's clubs, There are 
at least tweive Women’s Canadian 
Clubs in Canada. The list includes 
Berlin, Fort wiuiam, Londoa, North 
Bay, Montreal, Utiawa, Quebec, St. 


John, Toronto, Vancouver, Victoria, 
and Winnip-g. 
Women’s Canadian Clubs differ 


widely in suime respects. But they 
all have a large membership. Mont- 
real, which is the oldest Women’s 
Canadian Club, is the only one which 
keeps to the idea of the men's club 
and has a :peaker address them at a 
luncheon, 

The statistics of Women’s Canadian 
Clubs show tne popularity of the 
movement witu Cunudian women, The 
Women’s Canadian Club of Berlin and 
Waterloo was tormec last year. It

bave bad a ¢chanve of seeing sume 
More fuvorabie specimens thay the 
Gregs of bumunity woo turmerty drift- 
ed to the south seas they are much 
flwproved, and u mun who treuts them 
fairly way, as a rule, gov among them 
fithuut tear. 

Still, even now there Is a beautiful 
uncertainty abut the life of a souto 
eeu trader. Une day he may be sur- 
rounded by cringing nutives who obey 
bis every word. Hut some night, tf 
be bas cheated the l’upuan too gross 
ly, there ts murder in the mounlight, 
and the trader is never beard of more. 
Often, bowever, there seems to be no 
Treason fur the vatives turning against 
the whites. it is simply (hat they ob- 
ject to baving a trader in their midst. 
So they burn bis goods and end by 
killing bim. 

‘be Solomon islanders are as keen 
head bunters as the Boroeans and 
every year, except where they are 
held in check by the British govern- 
ment, set out on head hunting raids 
pure and simple. Altbougb cannibal- 
ism is etill practiced in the wiider 
parts of the group, it is nowadays 
mostly a religions ceremony aud not 
@ matter of diet. The istnnders do not 
generally kill and eat people for en- 
joyment, but either because their re 
ligion demands a human sacrifice of 
berause a head is needed for some 
ceremony. 

lo Ysabel, one of the largest islands 
fo the Solomon group, the natives build 
houses in tbe highest trees to escape 
from the attacks of bead bunting par- 
ties, who sometimes come as far as 2010 
miles tp their search for skulls, One 
of these bouses was built In a tree 150 
feet high. All the lower branches bad 
been cut off, so that the stem was 
quite bare until the platform, some 
eighty feet from the ground, was 
reached. Access was had to the house 
by a rickety ladder composed of rungs 
lashed to a stout pole with rope of 
twisted cane. When an attack Is ex- 
pected the women and children take 
refuge In these houses, while the men 
keep watch, ‘They warn each other of 
the approach of a ficet by a curious 
ery which once heard is never to be 
forgotten. These houses are substan- 
tlally built, as often the inhabitants 
have to withstand a long siege in 
them. The floor is made of plaited 
bamboo laid on a layer of bark which 
rests upon the platform, ‘I'he walls 
are of bamboo, and the roof Is thatch- 
ed with sage palm. The particular

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE 3 
LACOMBE STATION BLOWN uP| 
BY MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION ; 


Either Dynamite or Nitro-Glycerine 
Bomb in a Trunk Exploded, De- 
molishing the Building and Prob! 
ably Fatally Injuring the Baggage- 
man—Two Men Were Arrested | 
When Trying to Leave the City. 


Calgary.—One of the most peculiar 
and at the same time serious accidents 
ever recorded in Alberta occurred re- 
cently at Lacombe when the Canadian 
Pacific railway station was blown up 
hy a mysterious explosion. Baggage- 
man Macleod was probably fatally in- 
jured and the building was demolish- 
ed. 

When the express which leaves Cal- 
gay for Edmonton at 15 o'clock pulled 
into Lacombe at 19.30 o'clock a num-, 
ber of trunks were taken off the tain. 

After the train pulled out the sta-} 
tion baggage men as usual loaded the | 
trunks onto a truck and took them in} 
to the baggageroom, 

Taking one off the baggage men} 
threw it on to the floor when sud-) 
denly a fearful explosion took place | 
completely shattering the baggage | 
room and badly wrecking the main, 
station, H 

The effect of the explosion was first 
in an upwardly direction the roof be-| 
ing blown off. This was followed by | 
the falling outward of the walls and} 
the explosive, whatever it was, then! 
struck through the floor and_ buried | 
itself in the earth beneath. Whether} 
it was dynamite or a bomb made of} 
nitro-glycerine was not known, It was | 
dark when the accident happened and 
a fire breaking out gave the town bri-| 
gade a busy time of it for a few nits 
utes. 

That there was not a serious loss of | 
life was most fortunate. 

There were fully fifty people at the | 
station when the train arrived but for- 
tunately all had gone before the ex-| 
plosion took place. As it was bag- 
gageman E. G. Macleod was so seri-| 
ously injured recovery is extremely | 
doubtful. His legs were badly shat- 
tered. 

He was taken to the town hospital, | 
where all the local doctors were busy 
trying to save his life, but with slim 
hopes of success. Assistant Baggage- 
man Bigk was also injured but not so 
seriously, 

In the main station the plaster was | 
knocked off the walls, the telegraph 
instruments wrecked und every pane} 
of glass smashed to fragments. 

The police got busy on’ the job but} 
the fast gathering darkness and gen-| 
eral confusion made it impossible to| 
reach anything like an intelligent con. 
clusion as to what was in the trunk. | 

It was apparently either dynamite 
or a nitro-glycerine bomb. The ques- 
tion that is perplexing the pclice is, 
was it an explosive designed to maim 
or kill; or was it sticks of dynamite | 
intended for use by a prospector? | 

If the former, who was the sender? 
and who was the intended victim? If 
the latter, who was the culpable 
party? The only hope of tracing the| 
guilty party is through the check. It| 
may be found in daylight and even} 
then it will only reveal the station | 
from which the trunk started 
journey. Unless the baggage man | 
happened to know the party getting; 
the check the chances of locating him! 
would be slim. | 

It is only conjectured hut the acci- | 
dent gives rise to interesting surmise. | 

What would have happened had 
that explosion occurred on the train? 
Undoubtedly the train would have 
heen wrecked with resultant loss of 
life. Had it exploded when the trunk 
was taken off the train undoubtedly 
many would have been injured,

Bridging the space 
between the loop there will be one or 
two lines of track, along which other 
cars can be switched in order to! 
dump sufficient coal to fill up the 
centre of the pit.

Calgary.—Good rogress is being 
made with Calgary University and at 
the present time the authoities are 
deeply engaged upon two of the most 
important tasks facing them at this 
stage, that of selecting a president of 
the institution and that of planning 
for the university buildings. 

It is expected that a president will 
be selected in a reasonably short 
time, but the authorities are sparing 
no effort to secure the ablest man 
available. A meeting of the commit- 
tee in charge was held when a far- 
reaching plan was adopted to secure 
the most suitable president. 

The authorities are proceeding upon 
careful and reasonable lines about 
building. They have decided, before 
a tree is planted or one sod turned, to 
secure a university building scheme 
for a great university, and will plan 
ahead for many years, An examina- 
tion of McGill University or Toronto 
Jniversity shows how unfortunate it 
was that some such scheme was not- 
adopted at the beginning of things by 
such institutions. 

The university, accordingly, has 
practically completed arrangements 
with the most celebrated town plan- 
ning experts and landscape architects 
Calgary for a plan of buildings for 
Cagary University, A member of a 
firm of Toronto architects has made 
an examination of the Calgary Uni- 
versity grounds and is very enthusi- 
astic about them. 

“Nothing impressed us more,” 
writes that gentleman, ‘than the mag- 
nificent possibilities which the situa- 


\tion opens up for a monumental and) 


imposing group of buildings dormfinat- 
ing the city of Calgary on the one 
hand, while having wonderful views 
of the Rocky Mountains on the other. 
We feel that the committee and the 
citizens of Calgary are much to be 
congratulated in having been fortun- 
ate enough to acquire a site for a 
university group unmatched on this 
continent. 

“Knowing how well you appreciate 
this fact it seems scarcely needful for 
us to press home the absolute neces- 
sity for fearless, masterly planning.” 

The architects advises that before 
any decision is made regarding the lo- 
cation of the first building that an 
estimate of the accommodation for the 
next fifty years should be made.

DUKE OF CONNAUGHT DULY 
SWORN AT QUEBEC 


The Ancient Capital Looked its Best 
Bedecked With Flags and Bunting 
—A Royal Canadian Welcome Was 
Tendered His Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Connaught-The Ceremony 
of Administering the Oath of Office 
Duly Performed. ’ 


Quebec.—A new chapter in Canada’s 
political history was inaugurated in 
the quaint city of Quebec, when His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Con- 
naught, was formally welcomed to 
Canada’s shores Thursday morning, 
ahd at non was sworn in as governor- 
general, 

As he lartded at the King’s dock, 
twenty-one guns at the Citadel boom- 
ed out across the St. Lawrence, while 
thousands of loyal Canadians took up 
the echo of the cannon and cheer after 
cheer passed along the crowded line 
of procession to the Parliament build- 
ings. 

Thursday night threatened rain and 
a cold, blustering north wind swept 
across Quebee and drove sightseers 
from the terrace, Friday the weather 
was ideal and warmer, 

The ancient capital was at its best. 
The quaint old streets and quainter 
buildings are gay with Union Jacks 
and royal colors. Sir Charles Fitz- 
patrick and Hon. R. L. Borden, the 
prime minister, went aboard the Em- 
press of Ireland at 10 o'clock and 
formally welcomed the Duke, accom- 
panying him in the government steam- 
er, Lady Grey, to the dock, where the 
members of the new cabinet, Admiral 
Kingsmill, General Oter,Lieut. Gov- 
ernor Langelier, Provincial Premier 
Gouin and his ministers received the 
royal party. They «at once drove 
i the crowded narrow streets amid 
wildly enthusiastic cheers to the Par- 
liament buildings. 

There was a brilliant scene in the 
historic legislative chambers where 
the ceremony of swearing in the new 
governor-general took place. Upon his 
installation, another salute of twenty-

Their first essential to the worship 
of the Lord was an altar for sacrifice 
(iii, 2).

Mark the threefold phrase 
“Unto the Lord” (iii, 3, 5, 6), and if 
you can find time to mark this and 
“Before the Lord” in the book of Le- 
viticus, where they are found many 
times, you will be greatly profited,, as 
these two sayings cover all real Chris- 
tian life, There is a saying in iii, 4, 
worthy of close attention, ‘As the 
duty of every day required,” or as in 
the margin, ‘‘The matter of the day in 
his day.” It is found just seven times 
pertaining to the things of God, the 
other six being in Ex. xvi, 4; I Kings 
viii, 59; xxv, 30; II Chron, viii, 13, 14; 
Lev. lii, 34. It is used once of the 
devi’s tyranny in Ex. v, 13. We are 
reminded of ‘‘As thy days so shall thy 
strength be” and “Give us this day 
our daily bread. 

The expression “the house or temple 
of the Lord” (iii, 8, 9, 10. 11, 12) re- 
minds us of the «greut business in 
which we now are or should be en- 
gaged, the building of the church, 
which is His body (Eph. i, 22, 23; ii, 
19-22), ‘‘His own house, whose house 
are we"’ (Hab, iii, 6). 

The house of our lesson was a literal 
building of wood and stone at Jerusa- 
lem, The building on which we are 
engaged is one of which the living 
stones are men and women and boys 
and girls, according to I Pet. ii, 5, 6, 
and every soul saved in any part of 
the world is another stone for the 
buildingy There were much praise and 
thanksgiving at the laying of the foun- 
dation of this temple (iii, 10, 11). We 
should be always full of praise be- 
cause of our foundation, which has 
been laid strong and sure forever 
(Isa, xxviii, 16; I Cor. iii, 11), provid- 
ed we are on that foundation by faith 
in Christ Jesus. Al} else will be swept 
away. As we go on with the build- 
ing day by day some are weeping be- 
cause of many discouragements, while 
some shout for joy (iii, 12, 13). 

Some look backward and tell us 
of better things in the past. Some 
look around and are discouraged be- 
cause of the worldliness and unbelief 
which prevail, The only way to look 
is upward to Him of whom it is writ- 
ten, ‘He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged (Isa. xlii, 4). Certain people 
who were adversaries of Judah and 
Benjamin wanted to help with this 
building, but the governor and the 


}high priest said to them, ‘Ye have 


nothing to do with us to build an 
house unto our God.” So their assist- 
was refused, and rightly too. 
Then they did all they could to hinder 
the work, and used force and power 
to cause it to cease, and succeeded, so 
that for many years there was no 
progress made with the building (iv, 
1-5, 23, 24). 

In the building of the church, the 
body of Christ, those who profess to 
be interested act so differently from 
Zerubbabel and Joshua, inasmuch as 
they seek help of every kind from all 
sorts of people, never considering 
whether they are the Lord’s or not. 
As a rule, no questions are asked as 
to whether saved or unsaved if only 
money can be obtained or help in the 
choir, or whatever is needed. This is 
all wrong, and the way of our lesson 
is the only right way, for light cannot 
have fellowship with darkness nor 
believers with unbeliévers, and they 
that are in the flesh (unsaved people) 
cannot please God (II Cor, vi, 14-18; 
Rom. vili, 7, 8). There is much that is 
called church work in which it is 
possible that the Lord has no part at 
all, as He never gave the pattern, The 
only real work of true believers is to 
manifest the life of Jesus and win 
others to Him. Building up one’s own 
congregation or advancing the inter- 
ests of a denomination may not be of 
the Lord at all, but may come under 
the heading of Hag. i, 4, 9, ‘Mine 
house is waste, and ye run every man 
to his own house.” I am sure that the 
Lord is calling to His people now, as 
He did by Haggai and Zechariah.

It ts this that the 
government js primarily Interested {n, 
and it ts in this particular, of course, 
thut the richest returns have been 
mude.

lars during the past forty years. Every
